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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 1) The Examiner has fully considered the 
functionally, non-structural recitation of the first and second component. It has been held that the recitation that an element is "adapted to" 
perform a function is not a positive limitation but only requires the ability to so perform. It does not constitute a limitation in any patentable 
sense. In re Hutchison, 69 USPQ 138. 

2) Claim 16 recites, "said locking mandrel is operatively coupled to a primary piston". A piston is a sliding piece moved by or moving 
against fluid pressure which usually consists of a short cylindrical body fitting within a cylindrical chamber or vessel along which it moves 
back and forth, which Cuiper clearly illustrates.
